How to Kill Chinch Bugs. — Ow- 
ing to the continued presence in 
great numbers of the "chinch bug," 
and the apprehension of damage 
by them to growing wheat in the 
fall and the probability of their 
appearance again next year, the 
Bureau of Agriculture desires to 
submit the following information 
as to the nature and habits of this 
pest : 

Prof. Garman. Entomologist of 
the Kentucky Agricultural Experi- 
mental Station, says of the "chinch 
bug:" "From its history it seems 
improbable that any very serious 
injury will be done to full wheat, 
but the presence of the bugs in the 
fields this full makes probable in- 
jury for the next season. So much 



it is 

unsafe to predict anything. If we 
have a damp fall anil winter many 
of the bugs will succumb to dis- 
ease ; if it is dry during the fall 
and winter the probability is that 
the bugs will bo destructive next 
year. The adult chinch bugs hi- 
bernate under rubbish at the edge 
of Uie fields, und farmers should 
see to it that no such lurking places 
arc left for thcai. An unsparing
